Geneva—OP)—France's political in- 


fluence In continental Europe, coupl- 
ed with the personal popuarlty of 
foreign minister Benes of Czecho-Slo- 
•vakia, resulted Thursday in the elec- 
tion of four countries who are prac- 
tically France's allies to non perman- 
ent seats in the council of the League 
of Nations. These states are: Poland, 
Rumania, Czecho Slovakia and Bel- 
gium. 
The other states chosen were Col- 


umbia, Chile, Salvadore Holland and 
China. The Irish Free State lost its 
battle to represent the British domin- 
ions in the council, received only ten 
votes. Czecho-Slo\akia which was an 
eleventh hour candidate against Fin- 
land, easily won on the second ballot 
for the ninth seat. 
Not only will 


France have four allies in the coun- 
cil but Poland, whose demand for a 
permanent seat was one of the chief 
causes of the league's failure to ad- 
mit Germany to membership last 
March, is declared eligible for reelec- 
tion at the end o£ the-three-year pe- 
riod.

The. first reaction In German cir- 


cles to the designation of two of the 
members of the Ziittle Entente. Ru- 
mania, and Czecho Slovakia was one 
ot displeasure that the Nordic group 
represented by Finland should have 
been defeated. One unofficial spokes 
man for the Germans now in Geneva 
said: 


"Poland has been declared rcelig- 


ible, but the world can bank on the 
fact that this does not assure her re- 
election." 


The assembly voted three-year ten 


ures of the seats for Poland, Chile 
and Rumania, and two-year tenure for 
Colombia, Holland and China. The 
remaining three non-permanent mem 
bers Belgium, Czecho-S»ovakia. n.nj 
Salvador, will serve one year on the 
council.

clarcd re-ehgible for election at the 
expiration of her three-year

ELECTION IN CANADA 


AVhile the Canadian election resulted 


in n nominal victory for the Liberals, who 
will organize the next government under 
Mackenzie King, it unfortunately does 
not terminate a political situation which 
for some years has been distinctly unsat- 
isfactory." Under the last several admin- 
istrations neither of the leading parties 
has had a clear majority in parliament 
and this lack of party control will obtain 
in the new parliament. The Conservative 
defeat was decisive, but the Liberal vic- 
tory was not so great as the first state- 
ment might imply. The Liberals will hold 
about 1 IS seats, the largest single repre- 
sentation, but it is not a majority and the 
balance of power will again be held by 
Progressives. Progressive Liberals. La- 
borites and Independents. 
Thus it is 


doubtful whether the new government 
will be able to put through \i distinctly 
Liberal program. 
One of the notewor- 


thy incidents of the election was the de-t 
feat of Premier Meighen. conservative 
leader. Other prominent 
conservatives 


were also defeated, including three min- 
isters of the Meighen cabinet. 


Probably the most important aspect of 


the election is that a high tariff govern- 
ment will be replaced by one made up of 
low tariff forces. 
In many respects, the 


party divisions in Canada are analogous 
to those in the United States. That is. the 
Liberals are what their name implies and 
are for law tariff and closer relations with 
the United States, being thus comparable 
to the Democratic party in this country. 
The success of the Liberals should have a 
soothing effect on those "industries and in- 
terests in the United States Avhich have 
been fearing tariff reprisals across the 
border. 
This would be the logical time 


for the United States to re-endeavor to 
enter reciprocal trade relations with Ca- 
nada. 


There were many artificial issues in the 


Canadian election just as there always are 
in our own. One of these w*s the alle- 
gation by Mr. King that the status of the 
Dominion was to be settled by the elec- 
tion, his grievance being that Governor 
General Byng refused to grant a dissolu- 
tion of parliament when urged to do so by 
a Liberal prime minister but promptly ac- 
ceded to a similar 
request by Mr. 


Meighen. This forced Mr. King to deny 
the charge commonly made that he is in 
favor 01 annexing Canada to the United 
States. 


On the whole, the election will be 


viewed with satisfaction in the United 
States, although we would have preferred 
to see the new government set up with a 
working majority in parliament.
